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DETAILED ACTION 

Receipt and entry of Applicant's Preliminary Amendment filed on Mar. 25, 2009 is 
acknowledged. 

Claims 1 and 7 have been amended. Claims 2-6 have been canceled. Claims 1 and 7-9 
are pending in this apphcation. 

Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an application 
filed in Czech Republic on April 1, 2003. It is noted, however, that applicant has not filed a 
certified copy of the PV 2003-926 application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the ''pivots, lugs" recited in claim 7, 
"a conducting eccentric" recited in claim 8, must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
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renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(4) because 
reference character "2" has been used to designate both "cylinder" (see para. [0009], line 5) and 
"piston" (see para. [0008], line 1); reference character "1" has been used to designate both 
"casing" (see para. [0007], line 2) and "covering" (see para. [0008], line 2). Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of 
the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in 
the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any 
required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be 
held in abeyance. 

Specification 

4. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: ("one of the casings" recited in claim 7; "a conducting eccentric" recited in 
claim 8). 
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5. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1 and 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

- Regarding claims 1 and 7, the use of altemative expression "one conducting ring 
embedded on or in the sidewall...or in a sliding way ...either in a sliding way.... or a rotary 
way... the supporting shaft" recited in claim 1; "at least one of the casings, or slots on the other 
side" recited in claim 7 renders the claims indefinite because the altemative choices are non- 
equivalent. 

- Claim 7 is recites the limitation "at least one of the casings" in line 3. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

- The claims not specifically mentioned are indefinite since they depended fi-om claims 1 

and 8. 

Claim Objections 

7. Claims 1 and 7-9 are objected to, in that their subject matter needs to be incorporated into 
the specification and the drawings. Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

8. Claim 1, as best understood, and as far as definite, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Putz (Patent Number 4,008,988). 

Regarding claim 1, as shown in Figs. 12-13, Putz discloses a machine with a rotating 
piston, enclosing workspaces with alternately changing volumes where the piston (R'") is 
embedded inside a cylinder 14 formed by at least one sidewall 81, 84 and by a curved covering, 
partly in a rotating way around two parallel axes of rotation, which are normal to the cylinder 
sides sidewall 81, 84 and partly in a sliding way in two directions normal to one another and also 
parallel to the axes of rotation, characterized by at least, by one conducting ring 80 embedded on 
in a sliding way against a supporting shaft CS" normal to its revolving axis, which is connected 
in a sliding way, to the piston (R' ' '), which is embedded on the supporting shaft CS" ' in a rotary 
way through a supporting eccentric 90 connected to the supporting shaft. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 7-9 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Prior Art 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure and consists of four patents: Campo (U.S. Patent Number 1,310,157), Buske (U.S. 
Patent Number 3,276,676), Georgiev (Patent Number 4,300,874), and Uebel (Patent Number 
5,295,814), each fiirther discloses a state of the art.
